This office action is in response to the amendment filed October 6, 2005. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment is sufficient to overcome the objections to the specification and the 
rejection of claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph stated in the previous office 
action. Therefore, the objections to the specification and the rejection of claims 1-6 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph are withdrawn. 

The limitations added to claim 1 are sufficient to overcome the Krivokapic (US
